SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording known as Assorted Shit is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports bestiality, the exploitation of children for 
sexual purposes, and the use of urine in association with degrading and sexual 
conduct. These activities are included on long segments of the recording that appears 
to have been compiled for the primary purpose of viewer titillation and sexual arousal, 
and are presented as legitimate for such a purpose. Therefore, under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), the video 
recording promotes and supports these activities and is deemed to be objectionable. 

The criteria applied by the Office of Film and Literature Classification resulting in the 
limit on the availability of this publication are prescribed by law. A classification of 
"objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of expression as set out in s14 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in relation to this publication, the 
classification is considered to be a reasonable limit that can be demonstrably justified 
in a free and democratic society. 
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
